A nationwide racket, the knit- 
ting machine scheme haa grown to 
huge proportions through high 
pressure efforta of salesmen who 
mlfllead housewives, handicapped 
and other stay-at-home women. 
into btUevlng they can earn giio 
an hour making knitted' garments 
for resole, thus poy 'for the ma- 
chine which costA the women t300 
to «400. The promoters •Import 
these machines from foreign coun- 
tries at a cost to them of leu than 
178.' 

Seventeen promoters were re- 
cently-" Indicted— 6n~niall Iriuid 
charges In Denver, their "take" 
estimated in that city by poit- 
offlce Inspectors to be |4O0,000. 

The scheme was broken up by 
the government when the promol- 
era failed to buy bock finished 
knitwear, and the women discov 
ered the so-called "employment' 
was a hoax designed only, to get 
them to buy the machines. 

The BBB warns ^t some of the 
Indicted promoten now out on 
bond, are continuing to operate in 
small communities In tbe area, bUt 
are carefully avoiding' use of the 
malls in any way. Instead they are 
calling housewives on the phone, 
using various mislness like namu, 
and asking permission to visit the 
home ' to explain their "money- 
making" proposition. 

After getting the Interest of a 
woman, the salesman then asks 
her to sign a paper which may be 
described' as an "employment ap- 
plication," but which U actuouy 
a binding contract to purchase a 
machine. This paper la then turn- 
cd over to a finance compaiur,'and 
the women are stuck for payme|it. 

Dan Bell, BBB general mano' 
ger, said the bureau 1b recetvng 
phone oaUa and letters from wom- 
en throughout the area, asking 
about the proposition be complain- 
ing about being victimized. Bell 
urges residents to report such oc* 
tlvltles tn their communltlea to the 
local Chamber of Commerce.

The news asency disclosed that 
natural diaasUrs In IBSB affected 
a stoggeiing S3.B10.000 acres ot 
land. Of these, 83,381,300 acres In 
30 provinces jind autonomous re- 
gions were hit by drought.

Benson, of course, has long served as a 
scapeboat for the farmer's difficulties, 
good'many people who rip him up the back 
may not actually be too clear as to what 
"Benson's policies" are, and how they af-

Whatever may have been the effect of 
his policies and programs on farm Income 
and prices :(onco more in decline), the de- 
tached onlooker must suggest" that over the 
.long pull It wouldn't make much difference 
whether he resigned or not, 
■ - The original major postwar decline' In 
. farm Income began during the Truman 
admhilstration and continued into the Ei- 
senhower reghne. It began In a period of 
-high support prices and has occurred also

, . KING RUSSET'S BEIGN 
Idaho's processing plants account for , about a 
third or the nation's . processed proCato production. 
-_Thls:ntttlement-ln- a -recent survey of the potato 
Industry by tho WoU Street Journal sWes Idahoans 
some Idea of the stature of the comparatively new 
processing development. Ten years ago only about 
13 per cent of the slate's crop went to the pro- 
cessor. The percentage la expected to be above 40 
per cent this year. And the difference In the variety 
of uses and the quality from 10 to IS years ago Is 
as different as the percentage of volume. 
The processors have not only supplied a growing 
ew outlet for potatoes but havo developed a new 
work force In the auto as well. The Industry sUo 
whittles .down an old' problem . . . distance from 
market. The less bulky processed potatoes reduce 
the Idaho freight cost 34 per'cent. 

While some growers ore not happy with the 
price at times, processing has decidedly provided 
a versatility' of outlet that Is bound to aid the 
grower. And ho can sell his entire crop more con- 
veniently, too. . ^ , 
Where the adjustment wUI be mode ss Uii pro- 
isalng Industry fits Into ths pattern, will be the 
whole crop price. Some formen who contracted 
with processors lost summer for tl or ti2i per 
hundred may have some misgivings as the price 
rises now, but they olio can remember that thetr 
selllng price was considerably better at that time 
than that of the previous year.. 

The potato man, processor or grower, are all 
gamblers, anyhow. But the fact that Idaho has 
obtained such an early foothold and such a sizable 
ono on the nation's processed market, ougun well 
for tho future of the Industry. Idaho farmers' arc 
going to have more choice than, they had taetote. 
What la needed to percptuate the situation Is main- 
tenance of quality In both table stock and processed 
goods . . ..and development ot a alngle labeling and 
packing policy. 

Idaho asoln this year wlU be the nation's No. 1 
potato producer, not only for processed but for po- 
tato production generally. HaU King Ruuet. Long 
may he rclgn . . . and from tho lodfCot things, 
he oughto.— Idaho fUls Poet-Register.

Mrs. Rockefeller doubtless knew 
the character ot Dublnsky's "move- 
ment" and the facts of his -per- 
sonal life m politics.

Labor Department Makes 8 
Movfss Under ^59 Labor A »

WASHDJQTON. Deo. 23 (UPD 
—The Labor-Management Report- 
ing and Disclosure ait has. pre- 
sented, to the departmeot of la- 
bor a number of administrative 
challenges. 

Ooe of the primary missions of. 
the recently created bureau of la-' 
bor-management reterts has been 
to assist labor organbtatlons to 
comply with the law. 

Eight regulations' and hiterpre,-. 
tatltms have' thus far been issued 
under the act. 

The interpreUUons are en, 
tremely Important, since they dc^ 
scribe the department's position as 
J*"* i*'Vt-the_tct. 
Tlie fU^t three Interpretations 
that have been Issued deal with 
the bonding of labor oftlelals who 
handle funds. or- proper^. .the. pro- 
visions reUtlng to -honest and 
secret elections of union officers, 
and the extent of coverage of -la- 
bor organizations under the act. 

The five regulations which have 
been Issued cover such things as 
the meaning of terms used In the 
act. proceduns for filing labor 
organlutlon Information reports, 
procedures for filing labor rela- 
tions consultant reports. labor or- 
ganization trusteeship reports, and 
a pr^xised regulation on ph>ce- 
dures and forma for the tiling of 
annual financial sUtements by la- 
bor organizations. 

The lobor departmcnl's legol 
staff Is preparing additional regu- 
laUons as quickly as feasible to 
cover all points ot the acU 

Inquiries and complaints are In- 
creasing as provisions of the law 
become better known. Reports 
from aroutid the country Indicate 
that rank-and-file members of 
unions which have been misman- 
aged In the post ore pleased with 
the results of the new law; 

Newspaper In one large cl^ 
focused considerable attention on 
the' election campalitn waged by a 
dissident group within a - large 
union thero. When all the Incum- 
bent officers wero defeated by 
overwhelming majorities, union 
memtKrs were quick to point out 
that It was a perfect Instance of 
the new law restoring' their Demo- 
cratle rights for the first time in 
many years.

We start to teach 
them time by the clock and soon 
they con tell us what the clock 
says but that, as all mothers know, 
does not mean that they tmder- 
stond the Implications ot the "five 
minutes to . . .". They da not. ~ 

It Is only «-hen dilldren discover 
that they must count and measure 
time as they play and work that 
any meaning Is found In the tale 
the clock Jflls. 

"Five minutes , before supper. 
Tommy. Did you w-uh your hands 
yet?" 

No he didnt. He went on play- 
tn^Jifter the slRnnl. Now he will 
be "lat*" and his mother will re- 
mind htm of the fact and say, '7 
warned you In time." 

Older children, too. often need 
to be reminded that the day is 
only so many hours long, that If 
they would do what the day calls 
for they must count and measure 
their time and their activities. 

Promptness la a virtue that pays 
Its ■ possessor handsomely. It 
teaches his friends and. acquaint- 
ances that be Is to be depended 
upon and that Is a great-asset to 
character and reputation. But iUt 
children must be taught how es- 
sential this Is. They are not bom 
with the idea full fledged. 

Some children seem to be bom 
dawdlers. One alts with a sock in 
his bond looking beyond. A small 
girl rlsea after the third call and 
secmlnely forgets to go any further 
than the window untu she la re- 
minded to go to the bathroom and 
get ready tor' breakfast .Marm 
clocks set to remind such ones Is a 
help that with repeated demands

on very trying on. mothers ot 
slowpokes but they, lor their own 



soke as well as tor that of the 
children, must keep prodding, 
pushing and demanding that they 
keep time with the clock and with 
the people and the life about thran, 
We all know the person who Is 
habitually late and wa are not par- 
tlcutarly thrilled by that acquain- 
tan^, i'Don*t tcD him to meet 
at seven. If you wont hhn ot that 
hour, tell him to be there at six. 
Otherwise youll take root l>cfore he 
gets there." Bjk and by nobody 
counts on such a person and social- 
ly, In business, anywhere others ore 
concerned, he Is quietly passed up. 

We dont want that to happen to 
children so we begin early In their 
Uvea to time them, to teach them 
good timing, Impressing them with 
the fact that there Is o time for 
everything but It Is their task In 
life to guard the precious minutes.

Hawaii Achieved Statehood, 
But France Won't Beheve It 



PARia, Dec. 23 (OTI)— HawaU 
has achieved statehood,, acquired 
congressmen, and galneil a stnr 
on the American flag— but the 
Ftenoh postofflce won't believe it. 

Two Americans from Honolulu 
are campaigning to get the post- 
office to recognke Hawaii as a 
state. One Is conducting his fight 
by letter and the other is right on 
the firing line, at tho poslolflce 
cleric^ window. 

Bob Krauss, a columnist for the 
Honolulu Advertiser, took his com- 
plaint about postal non-recognl- 
tlon to the top. He wrote Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle, but still 
is awaiting an answer. 

"Not only la our honor Involved 
but our pocketbook- as well,' 
Krauss said. 

Krauss meant that the French 
charge twice as much for letlors 
from Franca to Hawaii aa they do 
for letters 'going to other parts 
of the Dnlted States. Thla U be- 
cause they sUU consider Hawaii 
part of a remote Pnclflo mailing 
Eone that Includes Australia^ 

The other Hawaiian oompaign- 
er for recognition la Mrs. Anne 
Myers, a Honolulu teacher staying 
in Paris on. leave from her post 
at Konehaneha scbool. 

She writes "D^A." at the bot- 
tom of the address on the letters 
she sends to Hawaii. The French 
poetoftlce clerks dutifully scratch 
it off' and charge ber double the 
33-ceQt rate. 

Mrs, Myers first discovered this 
postal discrimination six' yeora 
ago, when Hawaii was only a tcr- 
rltorr, but she did not press bcr 
claim then. But with statehood. It 
was different. 

Krsuu' argument was well-cal- 
culated to appeal to de QsuUe 
on either practical or Ideoloclcnl 
grounds. But fhst, it must work 
Its way through the French bu- 
reaucratlo mase.

less, waterleu moon may harbor 
UIc. 

'This U nsserted In an article 
distributed here by the Soviet em- 

\]ost American sclen lists feel 
sure no llvlnn IhinRS like those 
on Earth con be nrowlntc on the 
moon noiv. Tiicy doubt that thci" 
ever dJd. 

But Soviet Author F.'Sleitel snys 
In the article circulated by the em- 
bns.iy that the concept of the moon 
OS A dead world "needs revision." 
He adds: 

Lately astronomers have fl- 
nnlly established that strange 
spots of changing color and loca- 
tion can be seen at the bottom of 
soma lunar craters (Phito, Arlstor- 
chus. and others). 

"This may well bo a primitive 
form of vegetation capable of ex- 
isting under extreme conditions. 
In Inct. Soviet scientists have re- 
cently suggested that the lowest 
form of life can probably exist on 
the moon." 

Dr. Robert Jostrow, chairman of 
the lunar science group of the

national aeronautics and space ai 
ministration, told reporters earlier 
thb month that the moon "Is quite 
llteleu." He added that 
almost sure It never had Hie on It 
because It Is too small and 
Usht to hold an atmosphere."

Be Increased by "Pep PUls"

rush more dnntterous than usual. 
It's a nationwide boom In the 
boolIcRfllng of pep pills to drivers. 

Official) of the U.S. food and 
druK ndmlnlslratlon say a growing 
blackmarket In these drugs has 
made them easier to buy. Thus, 
chances of colliding with dopcd-up 
drivers have become greater. 

Doctors call the pills amphet- 
amines. To the layman, they're 
usually known as "bennies," "goof 
balls" and "co-pllols." They're ex- 
tremely valuable In the treatment 
of obesity and mental depression. 
They cnn be sold legally only by 
prescription. 

Unscrupulous peddlers, however, 
are capitalizing on the drugs' stim-! 
ulatlng powers by selling them to 
drivers who tjse them to stay 
awake. Their bIgRe.it customers are 
long-haul truck drivers. 

What motorists don't realise, 
FDA experts say, is that the pills 
give them a false feeling of alert- 
ness. Staying awake when you're 
fatigued can cause poor 'Judgment 
nnd lou ot coordination. 

The puis' biggest hazard la Uiclr 
power to> trigger hallucinations. ^ 
drlyer under their influence may 
see A mirage of an oncoming ve- 
hicle and swerve olf the road or 
Into another car. The pills also 
may- cause motorists to black-out. 

FDA. agents believe the Upstirgfl 
In the pep pUl blackmarket Is due 
to tbelr crack-down on lUegol sales 
of bubltHrates. These high-pow- 
ered sleeping pills formerly were 



switched to pushing pep pills. Theyi 
have switched In a big way, too, 

FDA undercover agents recently 
found 200 motels, gasoline stations' 
and truck slops that were selUngj 
the pills. FDA Chief George p. 
Larrick says that so far his mcn| 
have only "scratched the surface." 

In the round-up ot peddlers.! 
FDA agents caught one wholesnler; 
who had 635,000 tablets stored In 
his home. A pusher arrested In 
Charleston, Mo., had jconccnled 
171.000' amphetamines In his car. 

Profits that can be made from 
the pill bhtckmarkct are tremen- 
dous. 

An FDA official says amphet- 
amine tablets can be manufac- 
tured for as little as SO cents per 
thousand. Their <prlce on the 
blackmarket, however, ranges from 

) to GO ceilts a piece. 

One peddler told undercover 
agents that he could make a 
thousand dollars a week If he 
were willing to quit his regular Job 
to push pills full time. 

FDA officials explain that their 
hardest problem Involved In com-: 
batting the Illegal pill sales Is find- 
ing out how the pills get on the 
blackmarket. Being able to shut 
oft sources of supply would soon 
enable them' to drive peddlers out 
of business, agents say.
